“Spencer” Hunted, Said to 
Have Represented Himself 
U. R. Man; Petition May 
Be Filed Up to 10 Tonight. 


Developments today in the investi- 
gation of the theft of United Rail- 
ways franchise referendum petitions, 
stolen at 5 a. m. Saturday, from a 
safe in the headquarters of the Ci- 
garmakers’ Union, at 615 Chestnut 
street, where they had been placed 
for safekeeping by the Citizens’ Ref- 
erendum League, were these: 

Circuit Attorney McDaniel an- 
nounced that he was going after 
“the man higher up,’ and said, in 
effect, that the four men now un- 
Ger arrest may be given immunity 
tf they will disclose the identity of 
those behind the theft. The grand 
jury will begin an investigation at 
2°p. m. tomorrow. 

~The Board of: Election Commis- 
gioners set 10 o'clock tonight as 
the expiration of the time in which 
petitions may be filed under pro- 
visions of the city charter. If the 
petitions are sufficient it is manda- 
tory for the Election Board to sub- 
mit the franchise ordinance to a 

vote of the people for acceptance 
or rejection. 

Leaders of the Citizens’ Refer- 
endum League estimated at noon 
that they already had obtained 
more than the 3109 additional sig- 
natures calculated to be necessary 
to fnvoke the referendum. One 
worker, standing at Bighth and 
Chestnut streets, from 11 a.m. to ~ 
12:30, got 700 signatures. De- 
élaring that “whoever hired 
¢ra¢kamen to steal the petitions 
probably would not hesitate at 
murder,” the leaders asked and 
obtained a police guard for the 
day at the leagut office, 810 Chest- 
nut street. 

Hunting for “Spencer.”’ 

City detectives are seeking a 
man whose surname has been 
gtven as Spencer, and who is al- 
leged to have planned the r'b- 
bery, supplied the money, and 
personally taken the referendum 
petitions from the safe. One of 
the men who opened the safe said 
when arrested that he knew 
“Spencer” as an employe of the 
United Railways Co., but later 
changed his story, and said Spen- 
cer had represented himself as a 
business men who was dissolving a 
partnership and wanted the safe 
opened. 

Detectives, shortly after noon, 
went to the United Railways’ gen- 
eral offices, at Thirty-ninth street 
and Park avenue, to request a 
man in the company’s claim de- 
partment to accompany them to 
Police Headquarters, to be viewed 
by those under arrest. This trac- 
tion employe, the detectives stated, 
answers in some respects the gen- 
eral description of “Spencer.” 

Kerwin was released at 1:30 p. m. 
on a $1500 bond signed by his attor- 
ney, William Zachritz. 
Description of “Spencer.” 

Kerwin’s description of “Spencer” 
follows: Five feet 9 inches; 170 
pounds; stout; 40 years old; wore 
dark clothing and a straw hat, and 

appeared to be a business man. 

Those under arrest are: 

Edgar C. Kerwin, 42 years old, of 
3643 Itaska street, a locksmith at 9 
North Tenth street, who admitted to 
the police that he opened the safe. 

and that he was paid $325 for the 
job. He says “Spencer” hired him. 

William Ems, 29 years, a wall pa- 
per cleaner of Maplewood, whose 
place of business isin the same 
building with Kerwin's, and who has 
admitted assisting Kerwin to open 
the safe, for which, he says, Kerwin 
gave him $100 of the money,; and 

promised him $50 more. 

Green Pope, negro janitor at 615 
Chestnut street, where the robbery 
eccurred, who admits that he left 
the door open so the robbers could 
enter, and who says he got $10 for 
his part. 

Willtam R. Petty, negro janitor 
ef the Sawyer Building, 810 Chestnut 
street, where the headquarters of 
the Citizens’ Referendum League 
are, and who, Pope asserts, induce 
Pope to leave the door open. It 
was to Petty'’s room that a wire led 
from a dictaphone which was found 
in the league’s office two weeks ago. 
He was released on $1500 bond. 

The wives of Kerwin and Ems 
stood outside their husbands’ cells 
today at police headquarters and 
pleaded with them to tell the police 
who got them to open the safe. Mrs. 
Kerwin, weeping and almost hys- 
terical when her husband declined to 
tell any more, said: 

“I'll shoot the man that hired you

today. The ruling stands also for 
those who have made declaration of 
their intention to become citizens, 
but have not received second papers. 

Lewis said that he had no idea 
how many present dramshop keep- 
ers in St. Louis would be compelled 
to surrender their licenses under the 
ruling, but that he would take steps 
to ascertain the citizenship status of 
all such holders. He said- further 
that he would deny future licenses 
to all but citizens. 

“It is obvious that an alien enemy 
is not a citizen of the United States 
nor of Missouri,’’ the opinion read, 
“and is hostile to each and every 
citizen in the country. Hence an 
alien enemy cannot qualify for a 
dramshop license.” 

Lewis had asked if a friendly 
alien, such as a citizen of Great Brit- 
ain or France or Italy, could have a 
license and the reply was that being 
aliens, even though friendly, they 
were disqualified under the law 
which permits only citizens to take 
out dramshop licenses. 


AUSTRIAN OFFENSIVE ‘GAMBLER’S 
CHANCE,’ LONDON PRESS. VIEW

LONDON, June 17.—The outcome 
of the Austrian offensive is viewed 
hopefully, even precise x uaairend by . the 
newspapers here. 

The Daily News ites the opinion 
of its correspondent on one Italian 
front that no enemy offensive up to 
this time has begun so badly and 
adds: ‘There is strong ground for 
believing that an enemy failure is 
imminent.’’ 

The opinion is expressed by several 
papers that there is a direct connec- 
tion between the initiation of the of- 
fensive and internal conditions in 
Austria-Hungary. The Daily Ex- 
press describes it as “a gambler’s 
throw, the most desperate that the 
war has seen,” while the Times de- 
clares it is ‘‘a desperate attempt to 
keep up the waning spirits of such 
elements of the population as still 
remain faithful to the established in- 
stitutions of the Austro-Hungarian 
state.”’ 

The Daily Mail and others predict 
that an ‘Austrian failure to gain a de- 
cision will have serious internal ef- 
fects. Germany’s hand generally is 
seen behind thé move. The Daily 
News believes that it is an offensive 
“imposed by Germany on an ally 
which long ago ceased to have any 
part in the struggle and which is 
sinking to a condition of intrnal dis-

AMERICAN BRINGS 
CAPTOR INTO CAMP 


Teutons Penetrate Village of 
Xivray, but Are Quickly 
Driven Out, Leaving Dead 
and Captured. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Sunday, June 16.— 
The Germans captured an American 
Soldier in their attack on Xivray in 
the Toul sector today, but he did not 


remain a prisoner very long. At the 
edge of the village three Germans 
came upon a wounded American. 
He was placed under guard of a 
German private and started for the 
enemy lines. Reaching a point 
near the enemy entanglements the 
American suddenly drew a revolver 
and forced his surprised custodian 
to march back across No Man's 
Land into the American lines. After 
turning his prisoner over. to fellow 
soldiers the Wounded: manfell un- 
conscious from loss of bipad. 

In their attack on ~ ty; the 
Germans hoped to enter the village 
and carry off a large number of 
prisoners, but thé alertness of the 
American artillery observers com- 
pletely overturned the enemy plan. 
Examin&tions of the Germans cap- 
tured in the fight disclosed that the 
enemy planned the raid a week in 
advance and that the 600 shock 
troops who took part in it were re- 
hearsed behind the German lines. 

Planned a Surprise. 

The enemy ‘plan was to send for- 
ward a large party without pre- 
paratory artillery fire. This party 
was to take up a position near the 
American barbed wire and then send 
up a signal rocket for a box bar- 
rage to cover Xivray Village and 
the approaching communication 
trenches while the heavy artillery 
was to bombard the village in the 
rear. 

American artillery observers saw 
a large number of Germans creep- 
ing about in No Man’s Land and 
thinking they composed a large 
working party, the artillery signaled 
for a barrage. 

The American artillery and ma- 
chine guns went into action imme- 
diately and, ‘before the enemy bar- 
rage could get started, had inflict- 
ed heavy casualties on the unpro- 
tected Germans in No Man’s Land 
and played havoc with the plans 
for the raid. 

The original enemy plan was for 
the attacking party to divide into 
three sections and to enter Xivray 
from three different directions. 

8 German Prisoners Taken. 

Only one section actually reached 
the outskirts of the village, but only 
after it had been cut up badly by 
American barrage fire. Of these only | 
a small group got into Xivray, where | 
they were quickly surrounded by the | 
Americans and either captured or | 
killed. Eight prisoners, including a 
missing, resulted fro mthe German | 
cans’ hands. 

A majority of the American cas- 
ualties, which do not include any) 
missing, resulted from the German 
artillery fire. 

Casualties among French civilians 
occurred when a German shell burst 
near a church asa procession of vil- 
lagers was emerging from mass. 
Many of the French wounded were. 
cared for in American hospitals. 

This afternoon the American artil- 
lery opened a retailiatory fire against 
the area behind the German lines, 
while the Germans, apparently an- 
gered by the failure of the raid, bom- 
barded villages as far as eight miles 
behind the American lines. The 
whole Toul sector is now echoing to 
the heaviest gun fire in many weeks.

T seems as though the _ entire 

| world holds its breath as it did 

in those far-off days of August 
and September, 1914, hearing the 
German guns approaching Paris. It 
is comprehensible that all the allies, 
even all the neutrals, are deeply 
moved. 

In this first article. for the Post- 
Dispatch I desire to begin by assur- 
ing our American allies that Paris ts 
not in danger—that Paris will not be 
the prey of the Germans, 

For this to happen it would be 
necessary for the French army to 
break down, to be forced into a re- 
treat as serious asin 1914. But this 
cannot be. The poilus of the Marne, 


of Verdun, of the Somme and the 


Aisne are always the same; nothing 


like a few minor reverses will be able| . 


to break down their valor or make 
France and tha worll doubt 

Though a certain emotion 
been caused in‘Paris by the explo- 
sions of shells and torpedoes; though 
some Parisians who have grown 
tired from too often descending to 
their cellars, or are a trifle too nerv- 
ous or too idle, have emigrated _ to 
more peaceful climes, and though it 
has been necessary to take certain 
indispensible precautions as regards 
children and artistic treasures, those 
Americans who are now visiting 
Paris or residing in Paris will be able 
to affirm that the damages caused 
are insignificant and that the Ger- 
mans will not enter the capital. 

Doubtless the battle rumbles near 
—too near—Paris. If the guns ap- 
proached further they might serious- 
ly damage the great city. But there 
is no doubt that everything will be 
done in order to reduce to a mini- 
mum this outrage against the beau- 
ty and life of Paris. 

“Paris Too Close to Front.” 

It is the misfortune of Paris that 

she is too near the frontier disputed 


by France and Germany; that she is 


on the road of invasions. But it is 


also to her glory to have assembled | 


all the citizens of France in the’ 
struggle for national unity against 
the German invader and to be the 
spiritual center of France—as she 
would be if she had her physical 
frontier on the Rhine. 

In former wars Paris has been bé«- 
sieged and occupied by the heredi- 
tary enemy, but always she has come 
out stronger and more vital from 
the trials of the moment—as witn 
Paris, so with France. . It will be sv 
this time, too, if fate decrees an in- 
vasion. 

In 1914, and in 1870, the German 
military leaders have had Paris for 
‘their final objective. The German 
1914 plan aimed.at crushing rapidly 
the French army and capturing 
Paris. It almost succeeded—Sut 
there was the Marne. 

Can it be said that in the present 
offensive Ludendorff—who mentally 
seems to be the reincarnation of oid 
Moltke—again aimed at capturing 
Paris? I do not think so.

Was his inten- 
tion then to force a passage to Calais 
or toward the Bethune coal fields? 
Events do not prove it. Here the un- 
dertaking is again stopped. Not 
even Ypres is taken. 

No Strategic Gains. | 

Then Ludendorff turns south. He 
launches an attack against the 
Chemin-des-Dames, which succeed- 
ed far better than was expected.

BRITISH HEA QUARTERS. IN 


FRANCE, June 15.—The enemy has 
paused in his onslaught on the west- 
ern front to take breath, but there is 
every indication that another drive is 
imminent, although up to today he 
has made no new bid for aerial su- 
premacy, which practically always is 
a precurser to his attack. 

It is believed that his next move 
will be against the British although 
the lure of Paris may still attract 
him to make further sacrifices near 
the scene of his recent drive. 

Prisoners reiterate that the Ger- 
man plans are to outflank Vimy 
Ridge. I visited this interesting sec- 
tor today. It was suspiciously quiet, 
if anything, while there was recipro- 
cal artillery firing, which was of vio- 
lent character, to the southward of 
the Villers-Bretonneus sector.

British in Excellent Spirits. 

Does the German mean to shed his 
blood prodigally over this terrain 
again? He certainly will shed it 
prodigally if he attempts to move 
forward here, and, I might add, at 
any other part of the British line, 


judging from the excellent spirit of/o 


the troops with whom I have come in 
contact over long stretches of the 
western front. 

So far as wctual fighting is con- 
cerned, raids—some of them partic- 
ularly successful for the British— 
have been the only outstanding fea- 
ture of military activity on this front 
for the past week. But there has 
been considerable back-area war- 
fare. The German sets great store 
on assailing the morale behind the 
lines just now and perhaps more 
than at any time heretofore. That is 


why he uses gas shells to the depth’ 


of nine miles. He is always trying 
new wrinkles to effect this purpose 
if he can and the very latest is his 
10-inch, long-delayed-fuse, high-ex- 
Plosive shell. 

This most recent artillery devel- 
opment is of this type of Big Bertha,

Ems said he used his $100 to pay 
off a mortgage on his two-room 
house in Maplewood. Detectives who 
visited it found that it had both tele- 
phones, and they said they learned 
that Petty had called up Ems Satur- 
day night, following Kerwin’s arrest. 

Kerwin was induced to reveal the 
hiding place of the $325 by detectives 
who told him that unless he did they 
would go to his home and search it. 
His wife did not know, at that time, 
3 a. m., Sunday, that he was under 
arrest. Kerwin then agreed to go 
with the officers. The money in the 
flour bin was in.$50, $10 and $5 bills. 
Five tens were in the vase. 

Ems and Kerwin told the police 
that after they had opened the safe, 
“Spencer’’ and Petty came in and be- 
gan examining the contents of the 
safe, whereupon Kerwin and Ems 
departed. Kerwin, however, said 
that, prior to their departure, Petty 
handed him the money for opening 
the safe. Ems, differing from Ker- 
win, said the latter already had giv- 
en Ems his share of the money. 

When arrested Petty had several 
diamonds and five $20 gold pieces. 
He said he was a “business man and 
handles considerable money.”’ 


Climbed Ladder Into Office. 

It was necessary to climb a ladder 
to the third story of the Sawyer 
Building to get in to arrest Petty at 
4 a. m., Sunday, and detectives said 
they found him with a loaded revol- 
ver in his hand. 

Petty has denied all connection 
with the robbery. He said he was 
forced to permit the installation of 
the dictaphone in the Referendum 
League’s headquarters by two men 
who told him they were Federal of- 
ficers, and that they were investigat- 
ing complaints that the Referendum 
League was pro-German. The Fed- 
eral authorities know of no such in- 
vestigation. 

Kerwin’s Story. 

Enlarging today upon the story he 
told Sunday morning, Kerwin _re- 
lated that Petty, who collects’. the 
rent for Kerwin’'s shop, called him up 
last Thursday and made an appoint- 
ment to meet him at the Third Na- 
tional Bank Building. Petty was ac- 
companied by “Spencer” when he ar- 
rived, Kerwin said. 

“Spencer,” he continued, “said that 
he wanted to have a safe opened and 
was willing to pay well for the job.” 

Kerwin said he replied: “I'll talk 
business with you at my place of 
business,” and departed. 

About 7 p. m. the same day 
“Spencer” went to Kerwin's shop, 
where he also met Ems, Kerwin and 
Ems say. It was there that “Spen- 
cer’ described to them the location 
of the e, and the way to get into 
the building.

William M. Brandt,

visited at noon by canvassers. More 
than 400 petition books, each con- 
taining 10 sheets which hold 35 
names each, are being taken over the 
city today. 

Brandt and Louis H. Proske, sec- 
retary-manager of the league, asked 
the Election Board for permission to 
station watchers in the board’s of- 
fice while clerks are checking over 
the names, but Chairman Arnold said 
the law did not warrant watchers. 

Thinks Public Is Aroused. 

Proske said a number of United 
Railways motormen and conductors 
signed petitions yesterday. He said 
he had many calls on the telephone 
from persons wanting to know how 
they could sign petitions. Brandt 
said he had many calls, and that a 
number of workers who tried to 
reach him had difficulty in getting 
telephone connection. Proske thinks 
the theft is arousing the public in be- 
half of the referendum, and also 
would prove a strong argument to the 
voters to repeal the franchise bill. at 
an election.

St. Louisan Says Captured Submarine 
Commander Made Admission to 
the Sampson’s Officers. 

German submarines do not “mon- 
key” with American destroyers, a 
captured U-boat Captain related to 
the officers of the destroyer Samp- 
son, according to Ernest Arthur 
Brainard of 3312 Ohio street, who 
was a member of the Sampson’s 
crew.

Brainard says the Sampson sank 
a submarine with one shot, ata dis- 
tance which he estimated as 14,000 
yards.

He said the Captain of 
the submarine of April 17 said to 
the Sampson's officers that the Ger- 
mans distinguished American de- 
stroyers by the white numbers on the 
bow, and that, when they saw these 
white numbers, they kept at a safe 
distance, being more afraid of them 
than of the British destroyers.

At fhe opening 
performance last night the theater 
was about half filled, which was not 
bad, considering the heat. 

Chief voca! honors went to Arthur 
Aldridge, as Nanki-Poo.

MISSOURI, 

Cc. G. B.—wWritten in 1904: Mis- 
souri in population and wealth is 
the fifth State in the American 
Union, and more nearly occupies a 
central location geographically than 
any of her sister states. Her borders 
extend from the Mississippi river 
on the east to the Kansas line, 320 
miles east and west, and reach from 
the Iowa to Arkansas borders, 3258 
, miles north and south, embracing 
‘69, 415 square miles, or 44,426,600 
acres cf rich and varied soil. The 
entire states of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, 
Rhode island, Connecticut and Dela- 
ware could all be set down within 
her borders and yet 900 square 
miles would be unoccupied. The 
bones “cf the largest mastodon in 
the world, now in the British Mu- 
seum, were found in Missouri. The 
greatness of Missouri, her rank 
among the states in products, is 
hardly »ealized by her own citizens. 
In vegetables, gardens and apple 
trees she ranks first; in-.tons of 
sorghum cane, number of mules, 
bushels of wheat, number of tur- 
keys .and geese and value of lead 
mined, second; in broom corn, live- 
stock, poultry, hogs and honey, 
third; in horses and dozens of eggs 
produced, in the manufacture .of 
brick and of chewing and smoking 
tobacco, fourth; and in the value of 
all manufactured products com- 
bined, and in production of cereals, 
fifth; and in other directions takes 
correspondingly high rank. In 
timber products Missouri is ahead 
of all her neighboring sisters. Vast 
forests of oak, pine, walnut, cy- 
press, hickory, maple and cedar are 
found in various parts of the State. 
The grandest rivers on the globe 
border and traverse this State. In 
mining Missouri outranks all the 
other states. Eighty per cent of all 
the zinc mined in the United States 
is produced in Missouri, 90 per cent 
of all the nickel and a very large 
per cent of all the lead. One-third 
of the State is underlaid with coal. 
In building stone no state can com- 
pare with this. $700,000,000 worth 
of mineral wealth has been taken 
from the mines of Missouri and 
scarce a beginning has béen made. 
Far in excess of all the gold mined 
in California has the value of the 
mineral output of Missouri been, 
while the annual production of her 
lead and zinc mines far exceeds the 
silver production of Colorado. Lec- 
turer Wright says: First in war, 
first in the hearts of his country- 
men—the Missouri mule. Missouri 
outranks every other State in the 
Union in pure-bred cattle. Mis- 
souri has the hen’s biggest nest. 
Missouri grows enough strawberries 
to make all the strawberry short- 
cake eaten in the United States. 
Missouri leads the world in the 
production of, light horses. Apple 
trees grown in Missouri by Stark 
Bros. are known throughout the 
world as the standard trees. Mis- 
souri has the oldest and largest 
nursery in the United States. W. P. 
Hall of Lancaster is the largest.in- 
dividual buyer of horses in the 
country. He raises, buys and sells 
more wild animals than Carl Ha- 
genbeck. He has a herd of 30 ele- 
phants. Missouri held the first ham 
and bacon show in the United 
States, One farmer in Missouri 
grows more corn than is grown in 
nine different states, Misouri grows 
more barrels of corn than Kansas

S. Wertz said last night that if Eu- 
gene V. Debs had been correctly re- 
ported as declaring at the Socialist 
convention in Canton that the aim 
of the allies in this war is plunder, 
he will bring the matter before the 
Federal grand jury here for viola- 
tion of the espionage act.

CANTON, O., June 17.—Eugene 
V. Debs, three times Socialist candi- 
date for the presidency, addressed 
the closing session of a convention 


day. Emphatically denying that he | 
had repudiated the party’s St. Louis 

platform, which pledges opposition 

to conscription and Liberty Bonds, 

Debs is quoted as declaring the So- 

cialists must stand more firmly than 

ever for their principles. 

Debs, after paying tribute to the 
Socialists who have.gone to jail for 
the sake of their principles, praised 
I. W. W. members, referred to the 
Rolsheviki as comrades and is said 
to have charged that the purposes 
of the alljes in the war are the same 
as those’ of the Central Powers— 
plunder. | 

A crisis in America similar to that 
which placed the Bolsheviki in pow- 
er was predicted by Debs. 

During the address Federal op- 
eratives seized and held for inveSti- 
gation 55 young Socialists who could 
not show draft classification cards. 

In his public speech Debs declared 
himself to be as guilty as Mrs. Rose 
Pastor Stokes, who was recently 
convicted of violating the espionage 
act. He promised that he would 
not try to establish his innocence if 
arrested on a similar charge, and 
added: 

“The United States, under the rule 
of autocracy, is the only country in 
the world that would send a woman 
to jail for 10 years for exercising the 
right of free speech” 

“Don’t imagine for a moment,” 
he declared, “that all the junkers 
are confined in Germany. They 
want our eyes focused on the junk- 
ers of Berlin so we'll not see those 
in our own country.”

Col. Alexander Edward Murray, who bears in 
his own country the title Earl of Dunmore, spoke 
with unusual authority to an audience of St. 
Louisans at the Odeon on the problems of the 
war and the conditions of final victory. 

Much of: his 47 years of life has been passed 
‘in military service. He had as a young man ex- 
perience in India, in the Soudan, in Afghani- 
stan. He is a veteran of the war in South Af- 
rica and had won many honors for skill and 
bravery when the great Huropean conflict open- 
ed. His service in that war from 1914 to 1916, 
in which he was severely wounded, were recog- 
nized in a D. S. O. award. '

selves by now of the notion that the war may 
end by a democratic uprising of the deluded and 
exploited German people.

The visible supply of party candidates present- 
ing small chance of success, the Democratic lead- 
ers of Michigan made a brilliant stroke by pro- 
posing Henry Ford for Senator on a nonpartisan 
ticket. Mr. Ford announces his assent to the 
plan without waiting for a reply from the Re-|

USE THE MISSISSIPPI IN THE WAR. 
From Sunday’s New York World. 

Fifty million people, half the population of the 
United States, live in Commonwealths served by 
the navigable waters of the Mississippi River and | 
its tributaries. These valley states are the most 
rapidly growing, the most productive in the | 
Union. | 

In Washington tomorrow representative men | 
of 15 of these states will offer Director-General | 
McAdoo the aid of the Mississippi watershed in| 
winning the war. Their offer is the offer of 
patriotism. The arguments by which they urge 
its acceptance are those of men who know. 

The high authority of Major-General W. M. 
Black, long a Government engineer in the valley, 
sustains the statement that the Mississippi 
can be used 10 months of the year. The valley 
experience of G. A. Tomlinson, now in charge of 
the New York barge canal for Mr. McAdoo, 
makes him also a champion of the proposal. 

The barge canal, a State enterprise, has been 
pressed into the service—and wisely, we believe. 
The Mississippi, draining many states, has from

Perry 30 Remain 
With Mack, Court 
of Appeals Rules 


CLEVELAND, O., June 17.—The 
National baseball agreement betwcen 


the American and National leagues 
is in danger of being abrogated as 
a result of a suit filed in Common 
Pleas Court today by Manager Con- 
nie Mack of the Philadelphia Ameri- 
cans asking for an injunction §re- 
straining the Boston Nationals from 
interfering with his playing Pitcher 
Scott Perry, awarded to the Boston 
Nationals by the National Baseball 
Commission. 

Perry was purchased from the At- 
lanta club last year, partial pay- 
ment being made. After 17 days of 
“bench duty” Perry left the Boston 
club. He was not on the Boston re- 
serve list last winter, and Manager 
Mack signed him as a free agent and 
he pitched three full games and part 
of another this season before the 
Boston club put in a claim for him, 
according to Manager Mack. 

Recently President August Herr- 
mann of the National Commission 
with President John K. Tener of the 
National League concurring, and 
President B. B. Johnson of the Amer- 
ican: League dissenting, awarded 
Perry to the Boston Nationals. 

Manager Mack refused to abide by 
the decision and says he will fight to 
hold Perry.
